Strong Circumstantial Evidence that
the Ferpretrator has been Oupturad.

. Orpan Raris, March 31,—Joaeph Liv-
ing stong haa been arrested on the charge
of murder. Livingston was suspected on
the day following the tragedy on the
railroad bridge when Thum waa thrown
into the river, but the arrest waa defer-
red to give an opportunity to gain evi-
dence upon which to hold bim. The offi-
cers say the evidence of guilt is strong
ogainst the prisoner, although his wife

upon which the arreat
is based are in the main as fol-
lows: The afternvon preceding the trag-
edy Livingat n and Tham were drinking
together, when o disagreement arose and
the tormer said to 'hum: “I'll do ycu
up befors morning.” The difliculty was
apparcntly adjusted before leaving the
saloon, and the two men were avnrﬁeud
arranging to cross the river, on the even-
ing the murder oceurred, a little after 7
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o'clock, At 9 o'clock Livingston hurried
into the room of a woman of the town,
hatless, and his face covered with blood.
He was wet to the waist, and had evi-
dently been in the river. He told the
woman that he had been in a
saloon row, It will be remembered
that & man on the trestle work of the
bridge heard the viotim exclaim: *‘For
God's sake, Joe, don't murder me,” Liv-
ingston's given name is Joe, Lsmb nnd
Henderson, the men who allowed the
murderer to pass them on the bridge,
wero allowed to seo thy prisoner,
Lamb i entitied him as the man be met
on the bridge. Henderson said his gap-
erdl appearance ss to size and form was
the same, but on acecount of the darkness
of the night of the tragedy he was' not
able to distinguish the person's features.
Several hundred people gathered at the
police station shortly sfter the arrest,
und there were threats of lynching, Liv-
ingston maid to the jailer: **Turn me
loose with twu good revolvers, and 1
will take my ohances with ths crowd.’
